tain’ whether he really would rather 
have beef and cabbage than the usual) 
array of Yich dishes perved at formal 
functions.

“Prefer beef and calbage. BUTT.”

To have a good 
wholesome meal of beef and cabbage 
after the monotonous: repetition of 
oysters, fish, soup; entree, ganie, punch, 
salad, dessert and black coifee was 
worth while.

I$ 150 YEARS, STATES YALE 
PAOFESSOR TO COMMISSION 


Shows That -Mammals Live Five 
Times Growing Period and 
Man Grows Until 30.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—The normal 
span of human life is 150 years, accord- 
ing a remarkable study by Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale, which has just 
been published by the National Con- 
servation Commission at Washington. 
Prof. Fisher shows that the length of 
a man’s existence is steadily growing, 
both in this country and Europe, with 
the progress of science, sanitation and 
social betterment, and declares that the 
Span of 150 years will not long be im- 
possible of attai t. 
The investigations of Prof. Metchinoff 
are quoted by Prof. Fisher to show 
that the average norma] span should be 
160 years,

Bowen, a clerk in the Bureau of High- 
ways, who has sued his wife for sepa- 
ration, read from his diary to Justice 


Dowling as part of his testimony. Here, 


are a few extracts: 
June 6, 1906—Wife out all night un- 
til 5 in the morning. Said she was 
“sitting up with a sick. friend.” 


Would give no further. explanation. 

June 7, 1907—Wife out all night 
until 6 in the*morning. Said she was 
sitting by the bedside of same friend, 
who was now dying. Asked who the 
friend was. She said it was Mrs. 
Brady, but would not tell where she 
lived. 

Aug. 23, 1907—Wife out all night un- 
til 7:30 in. the morning. Asked where 
she had been. She replied: ‘Out. 
Where do you suppose?”’ 

July 4, 1808—Wife out all night un- 
til 7:30 in the morning. Came home 
hilarious without a hat. Laughed at 
me when I asked her where she had 
been. 

The entire diary was offered in evi- 
dence, Bowen saying he began to keep 
it when, after three years of unpleas- 
antness, he became convinced he and 
his wife would have to part. 

Before they parted, the Bowens lived 
at 695 East 136th street. He testified he 
often sat up until] daylight waiting for 
her, was forced to attend to his three 
children. and to make the beds when his 
wife felt like staying out late. He stood 
it for three years, he said, bécause he 
did not want to. have the children put in 
a home. Finally. he sued for a separa- 
tidn ‘onthe ground of cruelty and tech- 
nical abandonment, 

Bowen said he was never able to as- 
certain where the dying friend lived 
thet his wife said she sat up with. Mrs. 
Bowen resented hig curiosity about it on 
onc occasion to the extent of hitting 
h{m with a vase. Another objectionable 
habit he charges her with was making

enough noise to waken the children, | 


and he would have to rock them to 
sleep again,

The Bunch proposition is an offshoot 
of the mail order industry, but is really 
in competition with that industry, for 
this young man will not do his shop- 
ping at the mail order houses; he will 
buy at the ‘‘shops’’—the clothing stores, 
the haberdashers’, tailors’ and the 
‘‘gents’’"" furnishing goods places. Be- 
sides,.hé may get some of his orders 
by wire instead of by mail. Burton 
Bunch doesn’t care how they come, just 
so they come, 


Familiar With Small Towns. 

This young man with the new idea 
came to St. Louls from his native home, 
at Harrison, which is the capital of 
Boone County, Arkansas., tv: see the 
Centennial week festivities, and decided 
to remain and carve out a career. He 
had been here before, as one of the 75 
ticket sellers at the gates of the World's 
Fair, and he was famillar with city 
shopping. 

Also he had done newspaper work in 
Springfield, Mo., and other small cit- 
ies, and he knew the life and environ- 
ment in tiny towns as well. Harrison, 
Ark., is not so very tiny—boasts 3500 
population—and it-is the type of town 
from which Burton Bunch expects to 
draw much of his business. Boone Coun- 
ty, Arkansas, is just south of Taney 
County, Missouri. 

“Tl wanted to get into some business 
-here,”’’ said young Mr.,Bunch to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “‘and this idea 
came to me last night like a flash. On 
former trips to St. Louis I have done 
more or-les® shopping ‘for relatives and 
friends. A brother-in-law and his three 
brothers in Oklahoma had me buy prac- 
tically all their apparel wher I was here 
during the World’s Fair. They trusted 
to my taste. I think I suited them in my 
selections. And then I used to buy 
things for my sister, too. 


No Shopping for Women, 

“Of course I shall not attempt to do 
shopping for ladies, but I’m sure I can 
do it satisfactorily for men. In the town 
I came from, for instance, there are 
probably only three or four men who 
wear evening dress. \ But there are 
others who would wear it if they knew 
just where to get their dress clothes. 
“Bven if they had the suit they might 
not be able down there, or in any similar 
town, to obtain the right kind of shoes 
to go with the suit, or the top hat, or 
even the proper bow tic. Well, why 
shouldn’t I select the whole outfit and 
send or have it sent to the man who 
wants it? 

“I trust the public won’t think this is 
a mollycoddle riotion. It seems to me 
that there is a great demand for just 
such an agent—a_ city shopper for men 
in country towns, While I have not 
thoroughly thought out my plans, I ex- 
pect, of course, to make a commission at 
both ends.

If I get enough ciients to make the 
thing a go I intend to practice shopping 
as a profession. Why not?” 

How Scheme Will Work, 
Well, why not? The Beau Brummell 
of Wahoo, Neb., desires to acquire a 
swallowtail of the prevailing cut, with 
accessories to correspond. Bunch gets 
the measure of the Beau by mail and 
buys accordingly. 
The reigning gallant of. Giriville, 
Kan., wants a dozen cravats calculated 
to make all tre other young men in 
town look like lost lads with identif- 
cation tags around their necks. Bunch 
buys ‘em. 
The society swell of Sweetwater, 
Ark., unable to find in the local stores 
the shirts he ought to wear to look his 
part, writes or wires: “Bunch, Shopper, 
St. Louis—Send me half dozen assorted 
shirts for day wear, No. 15, latest pat- 
terns, P. D. Q.” Bunch, Shopper, st. 
Louis, shops and ships the shirts. 

To Save Time and Moncey. 
If the boy bridegroom’ of Bismarck, 
Mo., wants to save $6 train fare to ap- 
ply on his housekeeping outfit, yet is 
determined to have his wedding clothes 
dazzie Bismarck, he sends his order to 
Bunch who does the rest. 
“Why should any busy man make a 
trip to St. Louls merely to lay in a 
‘supply of wearing apparel,” argues Mr. 
Bunch, ‘when I.can do his shopping 
for him, at a small percentage of the 
bill? It certainly looks to me as if there 
is a big field for this profession, and 
so far as I know Tf am the pioneer.”

FOR FEAR OF THE LAW| 


New York Broker Who Has Made 
a Fortune in Commissions 


Declines to Act.. 

By teased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Fred H. Brooks, 
who has -been the chief of the election 
betting commission in Wall street ever 
since the Tilden-Frayes campaign in 
is7¢, and who has hanuiéd millions of 
dollars in bets during that time, has 
declined to accept any commissions this 
year because of the anti-betting law in 
this State. He made a formal announce- 
ment yesterday to this effect to check 
the commissions which were being sent 

in to him. 

One commission was offered to Brooks 
yesterday by. 4 member of the Stock 
Exchange of $10,000 to be placed at odds 
of one to three that the mayoralty can- 
didates will finish in this order: Gay- 
nor, Hearst, Bannard. This, like all 
such offers, was declined. 

The sacrifice made by Mr. Brooks "may 
be judged from the fact that in the 
last presidential campaign he handled 
in bets $350,000 and that.in the campaign 
of 1907 his betting commissions aggere- 
gated $120,000. The commissions usually 
paid average from 1 to 2 per cent of the 
amount of the bets put up, with a 
bonus generally coming from the win- 
ner. 

Many curb brokers have also refused 
bets offered them for execution, fearine 
to take a chance on the law. One bet 
made on the curb was $200 to $100 that

Wright at his hotel he was flied with 
enthusiasm over Count de Lambert's 
flight over Paris, a feat which con- 
tinued to be the subject of conversa- 
tion later during an automiobile ride in 
the Bois de Boulogne. 

‘Tt was a magnificent achievement,”’ 
said Mr. Wright) “and it is in every 
way worthy of the high praise it has 
received. Count de Lambert has re- 
ceived only his due, for. he is one of the 
mose skillful of pilots. He possesses 
the finer quality of not being a dare- 
devil, always exercising care and pru- 
dence. 


Short Turns Dangerous. 
“He was sure of his motor, and knew 


it was working perfectly. He knew 
also that from the height he maintain- 
e@ he could plane down safely ff the 
motor stopped. It was a splendid thing 
to do, and has naturally caught the 
attention of the public. But Count de 
Lambert often performs miuch more 
difficult and dangerous feats." 

“What, for instance?’ the correspend- 
ent inquired. 

“Turning quickly in short space,’’ Mr. 
Wright answered without hesitation. 
“That is much more dangerous than 
flying across the country. The danger 
in the flight over Paris was that the 
machine might be foreed to come down 
and, in planing for a landing placé, 
descend on the heads of a crowd and 
hurt someone. I told. Lambert at the 
time that I hoped attempts to fly over

NEW YORK,-Oct. 22.—The American

On the 
contrary, his popularity has increased 
since he announced his Intention to try 
again for the much-coveted cup. 

“It was the discriminating gallantry 
of Sir Thomas Lipton on an occasion 
when he was placed in an unenviable 
position—a story that has never before 
been told outside of the innermost 
court circles—which cost him the inti- 
mate friendship and support of the 
King. in his yachting ventures.

In his act Mr. Kussell 
sings a number of songs and has & long 
speaking part. His solo was about half 
through when, reeling slightly to one 
side, he passed his hands across his 
eyes as though to clear away some ob- 
stacle. 

Only a trifling pain told him that the 
blackness béfore him was not the dim- 
ming of stage lights, but the sudden 
destruction of his own power of sight. 
A momentary lull in the song brought 
back his presence of mind and with an 
effort he smiled on the house and con- 
tinued the broken melody. 

Turning his sightless eyes toward his 
wife he bowed his compliments and 
through the several curtain calls laugh- 
ingly thanked the audience for the 
favor. The instant tHe curtain fell for 
the last time, Kussel] staggered toward 
the wings and was half carried to his 
dressing room by friends. Three doc- 
tors were called and during the whole 
of the night worked over the afflicted 
actor. 

This morning {t was announced that 
slight, hope was held out for even par- 
tlal recovery. The act was therefore 
cancelled from. the week's Dill. Mr. 
Kussell was determined to go on to- 
night with his eyes bandaged, but was 
prevented by his physician. 

Kussell says he never had any serious 
disease which might, have led to.the 
present derangement, and doctors can 
give no explanation.
